The Hamptons Subway Newsletter has learned 
that the people from Bitcoin are in negotiation 
with our Commissioner Bill Aspinall about the 
2.5 million brass subway tokens that have been 
shoveled into and filled all the storage rooms in 
the Hamptons Subway corporate office-building 
basement in Hampton Bays.

ROTTEN PUMPKIN OR PRICELESS FINE ART? 
Two Hamptons Police Department officers have 
found themselves in the middle of a fine art fight 


both say falls way outside their area of expertise. - 


According to court filings, the local beat cops were 
called to the home of Sag Harbor gallery owner 
Rose Platano on November 19 after she reported 
that a “near priceless” work of art had been 
destroyed outside her home during the previous 
night. Upon reaching the scene, instead of finding 
a beautiful marble statue shattered or modern oil 
painting defaced, the officers learned Platano was 
in bits because someone had smashed a pumpkin 


that had been rotting on her front porch since 
early October. 

It turns out, the pumpkin—which was literally 
just a pumpkin that had been signed with a 
black Sharpie marker—was actually a conceptual 
sculpture called “The Death of Tradition” by 
Hungarian art world sensation and Hamptons 
regular Nisan Tauschen. Platano provided 
paperwork proving she paid $750,000 for 
the pumpkin, which Tauschen had personally 
installed on her front porch and then signed with 
the Sharpie on October 5. 

The pumpkin/sculpture was then left to rot in 
order to “evolve into its final state and deliver 
its dark message,” Platano told police, noting 
that this never came to pass because vandals, 


-or perhaps some thoughtful art critics, had 


“kicked-in and destroyed the piece before it 
reached maturity.” 

Despite reservations about treating the 
destruction of a rotten pumpkin with the severity 
they'd have to dispense toward someone who 
illegally demolished a Lamborghini Aventador, 
police took the report and launched a massive 
and far-reaching investigation into the crime, 


using all available resources. Thanks to a CCTV 
video camera Platano installed to document the 
pumpkin’s “beautiful and poignant decay,” police 
were able to see the suspect’s sneakers, which 
became their first major lead. 

After nearly a month of investigation, including 
dozens of calls and visits to area sneaker 
businesses, detectives eventually tracked down 
and arrested a 17-year-old known troublemaker 
from Sag Harbor. “Because the suspect is a minor, 
we're not releasing his name, but it’s safe to say 
the kid is in a heap of trouble,” HPD spokesman 
Rex Gallant said, noting that the boy’s parents 
are refuting the pumpkin’s value and mounting a 
strong legal opposition to the charges. 

The case will go to trial early in the new 
year. Meanwhile, the aggrieved Platano says she’s 
reached out to Tauschen, but the artist has not 
yet found an “inspired replacement,” so she is 
unable to recreate “The Death of Tradition” to a 
satisfactory degree. 

“It’s a head scratcher, to be sure,” Gallant 
said, admitting, “I’m not much of an art guy— 
few cops are—but this one is strange even for

I think at least once in every adult person’s life, 
they should put on the suit and in a public 
location be Santa Claus. You can learn a great 
deal about the different habits and behaviors of 
loads of children between the ages of 2 and 7. 
And you thought you knew them all. 

For the last six years, I have played the part of 
Santa Claus in the annual East Hampton Village 
parade. This year the parade was on December 
7, and I went down Main Street atop my sleigh, 
waving to the crowd from the Presbyterian 
Church to the Hook Mill, where I flipped a switch 
turning on the lights lining the edges of the 
blades of that windmill. 

The highlight of this, for me, anyway, was what 
came after. I sat on a throne in the center of 
the customer floor of the Eileen Fisher clothing 
store on Newtown Lane and had encounters with 
probably 40 children of this age, one right after 
the other. 

Now, you may have.a few kids in your life who 
are that age and think you know it all, but I can 
tell you the variety of reactions of these children 
encountering Santa was amazingly all over 
the lot. 

Invariably, the parents either carried over 
or walked behind these children to set them 
down before me to allow them to experience me 
first hand. There was always, initially, stunned 
amazement at seeing Santa Claus. Next came 


either fear and a retreat to grab their parent 
around the knees or happy acceptance followed 
by a willingness to continue the encounter. 

The fear-and-retreat children were greeted 
with either an “oh well” acceptance by parents 
who’d say maybe another time and walk off, 
or step forward with the kids to help them try 
to get over the terror.

Some didn’t have any idea of what they wanted 
and were stunned to be asked, and still others 
came having memorized long lists of items 
they wanted. 

As for those who wound up sitting on

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JCOH's Pop-Up Chanukah Lights East Hampton 


!he holiday season is filled, quite literally, with light. For Chanukah, 

light has a very specific ceremonial purpose, but also means something 
quite significant beyond its religious purpose. Rabbi Josh Franklin of the 
Jewish Center of the Hamptons has used the light of Chanukah as the 
driving force behind a new, community-wide series of events that he hopes 
will make the holidays brighter for everyone on the East End. 

The Jewish Center’s Pop-Up Chanukah series will run from the first 
night of Chanukah on December 22 to the last night on December 29. 
“Throughout the year, we partner with a lot of different organizations 
in various capacities,” says Franklin. “We have friends all around the 
Hamptons, friends who are community members and also people who do a 
lot to support the community overall. So we thought would do events each 
night of Chanukah at various locations throughout East Hampton.” 

The festivities kick off at Nick & Toni’s and travel to The Clubhouse, the 
Jewish Center, even Main Beach. Each night will feature specials and fun for 
the whole family. “The idea is, every single night of Chanukah there should 
be a place for you to go, not just for you to light the menorah by yourself and 
with your family, but to find community this holiday season and join in the 
spirit of Chanukah with the entire Jewish community in the Hamptons.” 
Pop-Up Chanukah will also include the Jewish Center’s beloved Shabbat on 
the Beach on December 27, a Jewish Hamptons staple during the summer 
recreated with a bonfire and special service for the winter. 

Franklin believes the light of Chanukah is vital to getting through the dark 
winter months. “I think Chanukah resonates with so many people because 
it speaks to this really great metaphor of bringing light into the world when 
there is a time of darkness,” he says. “Physically it’s dark. There’s a reason 


why Chanukah happens around the winter solstice, the darkest time of the 
year. Not only do we need to bring physical light into the world, but we need 
to bring spiritual light into our world, as well. I think that’s pretty universal 
around religions. It’s not just about being dark outside. It’s dark times. 
People are affected by this time of year by Seasonal Affective Disorder. It’s 
a little bit depressing, and light really rejuvenates our spirits.” 

Light is, of course, also a vital part of the religious history behind the 
holiday. “Chanukah works on multiple levels. One of the ways is the story 
that is told about the Maccabees, who revolted against tyranny and had 
a miraculous victory and rededicated the temple after it was desecrated,” 
Franklin explains. “And so in one way it’s about the idea of overcoming 
tyranny and the dark forces around the world, and in the other way it’s 
about the lighting of the menorah and physical light that is in the world, 
miraculous light that’s in the world and the idea of counting up with that 
light, increasing the light each consecutive day which the rabbis put on par 
with increasing in holiness each successive day of Chanukah.” 

Franklin hopes that everyone, from people who are religious to those 
people who are looking for something fun to do on these winter evenings, 
will come to the Pop-Up Chanukah events. “Chanukah is a low-bar entry 
holiday that has huge returns in spirituality,” he says. “Anyone can buy 
a menorah and light the candles. It gets even better when you do it with 
family, and even better than that when you do it with community. We hope 
that people on the East End take a look at our Pop-Up Chanukah events and 
find ways to engage with the Jewish community this holiday season.”

Three Decades of Theatre Three's “A Chustmas Carol’ 


O ne sure sign of the approaching holidays is the 
return of the iconic play A Christmas Carol to 
Theatre Three in Port Jefferson, with artistic director 
Jeffrey Sanzel once again transformed into the miserly 
curmudgeon Ebenezer Scrooge. 

This marks the 36th year that Theatre Three 
has bestowed the gift of A Christmas Carol upon 
its longstanding audiences—some of them started 
attending with their tiny children, who are now grown 
but still entranced by Ebenezer Scrooge and his host of 
mystical spirits. 

But what is it like to be the actor who has relived 
Scrooge’s journey toward self-awareness for decades 
now? Sanzel recently shared some of his personal 
thoughts on the character who has become second 
nature to him. 


I first played Scrooge in 1988 in Westchester. I 
directed the Theatre Three production in 1989. I 
started playing Scrooge here in 1990 and played it 
every year since, except in 2002, when I was gone 
from the theater. I played it for Interboro Repertory 
Theatre, in New York, then I’ve played it here every 
year since, starting in 2003. Our public opening on 
November 23 will mark my 1,390th performance 
of Scrooge. 


The first production I ever did was a student-faculty 
production when I was teaching. I couldn’t get any of 
the faculty members to play Scrooge, so my assistant

director suggested I do it. I had been aware of the 
character from movies and television, and knew that 
it was a wonderful role—I have always had an affinity 
for villains—but I had no idea the depth, range and 
challenge of it.

he East End food and wine world has shifted 

and changed considerably since 2018—with 
a staggering number of new restaurant and wine 
tasting room openings, many fresh accolades and TV 
spots, and several unforgettable culinary events. As we 
prepare to sink our teeth into 2020, let’s savor some of 
our top highlights from 2019. _ 


THE NEW RESTAURANT RUSH 

With the seasonal nature of the Hamptons and North 
Fork, locals are accustomed to the constant revolving 
door of pop-ups and new, year-round eateries testing 
the water each summer. The 2019 restaurant rush 
graced us with Carissa’s The Bakery, Paola’s East and 
Bostwick’s on the Harbor in East Hampton; Coche 
Comedor and Morty’s Oyster Stand in Amagansett; 
Union Burger Bar, TBar Southampton and Silver 
Lining Diner in Southampton; K Pasa and Ed’s Lobster 
Bar in Sag Harbor; Salvatore’s Family Restaurant & Bar 
in Hampton Bays; Salt & Loft in Westhampton Beach; 
The Garden at Water Mill and Provisions Natural 
Foods Market & Organic Café in Water Mill; Showfish 
at Gurney’s Star Island Resort & Marina in Montauk; 
Ellen’s on Front and Anker in Greenport; Maroni 
Southold and Latin Fuzion in Southold; Pizza Rita in 
Mattituck; and Little Oak at Jamesport Vineyards. 
While the East End lost mainstays like O’Murphy’s 
and Silver’s, the plethora of new restaurants provides 
a smorgasbord of fresh dishes and flavors to savor that 
will certainly fill the hole left behind. 


A TASTE OF THE GOOD WINE 

East End Wine Country got some enticing new 
additions, as well. The Croteaux Vineyards Tasting 
Room made a triumphant return to Southold in 
August. The rustic barn and breathtaking garden offer 
bucolic views and award-winning wines. In September, 
Sannino Vineyard opened a 2,000-square-foot Tasting 
House in Cutchogue, which provides ample space for 
their VIP wine club members and other visitors. 


LOCAL ICONS GO NATIONAL 

Through popular tasting events like Dan’s Taste of 
Two Forks and Rosé Soirée, many local chefs have 
achieved an undeniable level of East End fame, but 
this year a select few ascended to the national stage 
through exciting TV segments. East End chefs Stephan 
Bogardus and Alex Guarnaschelli appeared on the 
May 2 episode of Beat Bobby Flay, with Bogardus as 
a contestant and Guarnaschelli as a guest. Though 
Flay came out on top, The Halyard at Sound View 
Greenport chef put on an incredible show and made 
the North Fork proud. The Lobster Roll, aka LUNCH, 
once again played a major role in The Affair, with the 
climate change-tinged time jump final season revealing 
that series lead Noah Solloway succeeds Cole Lockhart 
as owner of the Montauk/Napeague staple. In reality, 
The Lobster Roll is owned by Andrea Anthony, who 
made her own 2019 TV appearance with Eat, Drink 
and Bake with Andrea Season 2 on PBS. 


COOKING BETWEEN THE COVERS 

What a year for East End cookbooks! Throughout 
2019, local bookshelves and kitchen cabinets were 
stocked with the likes of Life Is a Party: Deliciously 
Doable Recipes to Make Every Day a Celebration by 
David Burkta; Martha Stewart's Grilling by Martha 
Stewart; JGV: A Life in 12 Recipes by Jean-Georges 
Vongerichten; and The Clean Plate by Gwyneth 
Paltrow. Jimmy Fallon gushed over Sybille Van 
Kempen’s Bridgehampton Inn & Restaurant Look 
+ Cook Book on The Tonight Show, showing off 
its QR code that unlocks tutorial videos and more. 
And doyenne of North Fork dining Claudia Fleming 
re-released her 2001 tome of expert recipes, The 
Last Course. 


AWARDS GALORE 

In addition to the hundreds of 2019 Dan’s Best of 
the Best awards—and Towne Cellars’ BOTB Hall of 
Fame induction—accolades were plentiful in the world 
of East End food and drink this year.

Similarly, Ira Haspel of KK’s The Farm 
received Slow Food East End’s first Snailblazer Award 
for two decades of sustainable agriculture. And last 
August, Wine Spectator magazine crowned the best 
wine lists in the world as part of its 2019 Restaurant 
Awards, with the East End’s American Hotel, Baron’s 
Cove, Bell & Anchor, Calissa, Fresno, Lulu Kitchen, 
Pierre’s, Scarpetta Beach at Gurney’s Montauk Resort & 


Seawater Spa, 1770 House Restaurant, Touch of Venice 


and Tweed’s Restaurant & Buffalo Bar among its picks.

Of all the food and wine highlights of 2019, chef

Cau Yastizemski Comes Home fox Cluustmas 


! n September of 2013, the Boston Red Sox 
unveiled a statue of Carl “Yaz” Yastrzemski 
in Fenway Park. The baseball great and beloved 
Bridgehampton native, now 80 years old, had 
said it was “quite an honor” to see himself 
immortalized in bronze. But that moment might 
pale in comparison to his recent appearance as 
a 4-inch, plastic action figure. 

Released just in time for Christmas as part 
of Super7’s Supersports series of collectible 
toys, the new “Classic All-Stars” action figure 
puts Yaz right in fans’ pockets. That is, of 
course, if one chooses to free him from his 
beautifully designed blister pack. It’s something 
of a dilemma, really. The little version of 
Yastrzemski comes mounted on a 10-inch card 
boasting a vintage look that would thrill any 
BoSox devotee—and the East End has many, 
dating back to the days when the region could 
only receive New England radio broadcasts. 

Yastrzemski’s card is decorated with an iconic shot of 
the career Red Sox player surrounded by pleasing team 
colors—red and blue with gray and white details—along 
with fonts and logos that deliver a nostalgic grand 
slam. Many fans and collectors will likely choose to 
hang this on their wall unopened. It would also make 
a great gift mounted in a clear shadowbox, preserving 
the cardboard for years to come. 

Even the package’s mustard-colored back smacks of 
old Topps baseball cards, including a checklist featuring 
more Classic All-Stars in the Supersports series, such 
as fellow Boston Hall of Famers Carlton Fisk, circa 
1975, and Ted Williams from 1941; San Francisco 
Giants Willie Mays, ca. 1965 (sorry, Mets fans—but

you're used to losing, right?), Orlando Cepeda, 1958; 
and Juan Marichal, 1968; Brooklyn Dodgers legends 
Jackie Robinson and Roy Campanella from 1955; and 
some Yankees no one reading this cares about...Joe 
DiMaggio, 1941, Yogi Berra, 1951, and Mickey Mantle 
from 1956. Because Super7 is based in San Francisco, 
the company’s Online and E-Commerce Manager 
Brian Lew explains that they “feel a connection with 
Yaz because his grandson Mike Yastrzemski was a 
break out star for the Giants this past season.” 

The series also offers three adorable Classic Mascots: 
San Francisco’s Crazy Crab, NY’s Mr. Met (available for 
preorder) and Philadelphia’s Phillie Phanatic. _ 

Yastrzemski graduated Bridgehampton High School 


in 1957 with just 17 other students and spent 
much of his time working his family’s 70-acre 
potato farm. When he wasn’t working or 
studying and playing ball at school—where he 
also played football and basketball—the young 
man played and practiced baseball with great 
determination. He hung a ball from the ceiling 
of his parents’ garage, across from the Little 
League field on School Street, and took 1,000 
swings at it every night. The work paid off, 
earning him a .512 batting average in school 
and a scholarship to Notre Dame, where he 
signed with the Red Sox as a freshman. The 
man has true local cred, and his jersey, along 
with a commemorative plaque, hangs Pe? 
at his alma mater. 
For those who open their Yastrzemski Siete, 
it has the retro style of vintage Star Wars 
_ figures, with five points of articulation: at the 
neck, shoulders and hips. The 18-time All-Star 
and Triple Crown winner comes with a baseball bat 
accessory, which fits comfortably in Yaz’s right hand, 
and his 1967-era uniform has clean lines, vibrant 
colors and excellent details, down to the silver cleats 
on the bottom of each shoe. Like the man it depicts, the 
figure is a winner, in or out of the package.
